DEALERS should keep careful watch of their lists to 
see that they are kept fresh and constantly up-to-date. 
The card system makes this readily possible, as if a 
customer dies or moves away the card bearing his 
or her name can simply be removed from the file. Like- 
wise names of new people moving into the commun- 
ity, or additions to the list from any other source 
should be entered on the regular form card and placed 
in the file immediately. Frequency of the follow-up 
is a matter that will need to be decided by the dealer 
himself. Unlike a mail-order follow-up the mailing 
will be done on special occasions rather than at stipu- 
lated intervals. The first piece of matter mailed may 
de a letter simply soliciting the reader’s trade. An- 
other week may bring a special sale announcement, 
or a month may pass before the dealer approaches 
him again with a special booklet. Such a campaign 
tor business must depend alone upon the retailer’s 
knowledge of his own business, of his customers and 
heir needs, and of local selling’ conditions generally.

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quently than in London and that the value of. property 
-annually destroyed here by fire is tenfold greater than 
it. is ‘abroad; albeit this difference is not adequately 
appreciated here. 

In France and Germany, for instance, the losses 
by fire every year equal about twenty-five cents per 
capita of the population; in Great Britain they are 
thirty cents; while here in the United States they 
mount up to three dollars for every man, woman and 
child in the population, and aggregate annually some- 
where around $250,000,000. A very large portion of 
this immense yearly loss from fires, nearly all of it, 
in fact, is paid by the companies that have taken 
imsurance risks on the property—but they are enabled 
to pay it only through. the previous collection of 
premiums from the owners; and, of necessity, these 
premiums must be high; the magazine writer sets 
them at a point almost ten times as great here as they 
are in Europe—a most burdensome tax on the prop- 
erty-owning insurers; and he advances as the chief 
cause of the enorthous difference between the cost of 
fire insurance in Europe and the cost in this country 
“the inflammable material and flimsy composition of 
the greater part of our structures.” 


This is a very serious indictment of our American 
building methods in the past—and the present methods 
must come under it in a measure; but the correctness 
of the charge will hardly be challenged in the best- 
informed building quarters. Numerous fires in this 
country are cited by the author in proof of his asser- 
tions, while by way of contrast he presents a brief 


but interesting historical sketch of building methods 


in Europe, where they take all the time necessary to 
insure perfection—years, in many instances—and 
where the laws and regulations for construction and 
honest inspection compel thoroughness and bring the 
fire risk down as nearly as possible to nil. 

It is true that the code of building rules adopted 
by the National Board of American Fire Underwrit- 
ers in 1899, which has been generally accepted by 
building departments, prescribes with similar sanitary 
regulations an inspection as rigid as prevails in Ger- 
many; but, says the writer, while these regulations 
are punctiliously obeyed in Germany, “they are fre- 
quently disregarded by our inspectors” here in the 
United States. And who can refute the charge? 

Speaking of the necessity for constructing wharves 
and piers of iron and other fire-resisting materials he 
cites the terrible fire of 1900 that destroyed the wooden 
piers and warehouses of the North German Lloyd 
line at Hoboken. He might well have gone a little 
farther in this matter and have shown how the careless 
packing of cotton in the old-fashioned square bales, 
loosely pressed, was the initial cause of that great loss 
of life and property—that, possibly, those structures 
might be standing today if in 1900 the cotton-handlers 
of the South had been employing modern and approved 
methods of baling the staple; but the lesson of the 
wooden piers was heeded, and that Hoboken steam- 
ship plant is today in only the very smallest danger 
from fire. 

Without the hearty co-operation df State and mu- 
nicipal authorities and public-spirited citizens our fire 
waste will continue, unless efforts to substitute fire- 
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proof material for timber in our buildings become 
more generally successful.. In this connection there 
is a great opportunity afforded for master sheet metal 
workers to render valuable service toward the accomp- 
lishing of this end, for more extensive use of metal 
windows, metal ,roofing, ceilings, side walls, etc., 
would tend to minimize fire risk and reduce insurance 
rates. Unless the warning is heeded the enormous 
fire waste and the insurance-tax burden will continue 
indefinitely—and from time to time a beautiful Ameri- 
can city or town here and there will pay the penalty 
of negligence. In this connection there comes to mind 
the case of Jacksonville, the metropolis of Florida, 
that long since arose from its ashes and desolation of 
seven years ago into one .of the most solidly-built 
and beautiful cities in the United States. Under a fire 
loss aggregating somewhere around $14,000,000 her 
people collected about $8,000,000 or $9,000,000 in cash 
fire indemnities, and with this and their brains and 
their energies they went promptly to work at rebuild- 
ing and rehabilitation—and they .premptly accomp- 
lished this and vastly more besides. The Jacksonville 
of 1909 is a completely metamorphosed city. The 
visitor of 1900 would not recognize it. It has learned 
its fire-lesson well. 








AMONG the many great problems which engage 
the interest and ingenuity of contemporary man some 
of those relating to the most efficient cul- 
tivation of the soil stand among the 
most exigent. It goes without saying 
that agriculture rests at the very basis 
of our prosperity, and that without its continual im- 
provement in methods, with the increased demands 
made by population, both as to quality and quantity 
of the earth’s products, there would be inevitable 
retrogression; not to say privation on a great scale. 
To retain the fertility of the soil at its highest pos- 
sible ratio there is an all-important proposition with 
which science must wrestle continuously till it shall 
have achieved its purpose. All the resources of the 
natural chemistry of the earth and air have been uti- 
lized in practice. The chemistry of the factory, too, 
has done much to add to the farmer’s availing. Yet 
nothing keeps adequate pace with the fatal march of 
necessity. Were there no other proof of this fact, the 
steadily augmenting cost of articles of food and the 
raw material of manufacture suffices for conviction. 

By far the most important of the things which 
must be added to the soil to keep it at highest level 
of production are those known as nitrates, which 
carry a great bulk of nitrogen as the main constituent. 
Nitrogen is the essential food of all plants, and es- 
pecially of the food plants known as the cereals. 
This, as supplied by barnyard and various artificial 
manures, by rotation of crops and by the new process 
to which our own agricultural department has so 
largely contributed, soil-innoculation by: nitrogen-pro- 
ducing tubercles at present sums up pretty nearly 
what has been practically achieved in the all-important 
aim. But a new hope, almost illimitable in its outlook 
and importance, has been opened to humanity. It has 
already more than satisfied laboratory tests; and there 
is the soundest reason to believe that, before many

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years shall have passed, there will be a bo: 
supply of nitrogen in its purest form for the 
the farmer. This will not only be invaluable i, 
enrichment,. but it will also greatly lessen agric: 
labor by lessening the need of constant warf: 
weeds. 

Sir William Croones in 1899 declared t), 
economical extraction of nitrogen from the ai 
one of the greatest discoveries awaiting the 
of the chemist. The exhaustion of the world’s 
diate store of nitrates is placed by competent st 
as within the coming half century. With tha 
haustion the effect on the world’s needs and indus 
tries will be disastrous. At the recent Interna 
Congress of Chemists one of the German member; 
fully demonstrated Professor -Otto Schonherr’s ney 
process of extracting nitrogen from the air b 
periments before the congress. Without entering ;; 
detail into the scientific process, except that 
effected by the agency of high temperatures made 
practicable by electricity, it may be said that it was 
received by the great body of scientific critics as 
thoroughly practical in its working theory; however 
further experimentation may cheapen the cost 
production. 

As four-fifths of the atmosphere is nitrogen mixed 
mechanically with oxygen, its successful elimination 
on a cheap and, of course, inexhaustible scale, will 
solve a vast problem to the infinite betterment of the 
human race. The gist of the matter, as it now stands, 
is that the Schonherr discovery offers in itself or in 
those finer modifications which the stimulus of the 
inception will unquestionably furnish to chemical ex- 
periment, a practical certainty that the desideratum is 
within reach, which will have a boundless value i: 
the fertilization of the earth, which would otherwis 
reach a slowly-starving condition in its adjustment t 
expanding human needs. The cheap production of 
electricity by water power, which has become a strik- 
ing fact in current industry, it may be noted, bears 
a most important relation to this new form of elec- 
trolysis for the most useful of all purposes. 

When this nitrogen-producing process, in results 
convenient for agricultural use, shall have been finall) 
perfected on a “commercial scale, the effect will be 
almost incalculable in value, for it will reach to the 
very basis ofall the industries. Human necessities, 
human comforts and the relief of human toil will b: 
indefinitely assisted. The prevention of the dreadful 
catastrophies of famine, which from time to tim 
shock our sympathies, will be gradually assured. Hu- 
manity will rest on the certainty that under no taxa- 
tion of her resources will Mother Earth be exhauste‘ 
of her exuberant power to support her children mor 
generously than she has ever yet done. Such sci! 
tific sensations as the discovery of radium and th 
solution of aerial navigation, indeed most thing: 
which we have been accustomed to star in the past 4 
landmarks of man’s progress, will yield in essentia 
value to the commercial production of nitrates {rom 
the air. The property extracted from the gascou> 
envelope so indispensable to life in all other respect 
will be automatically restored by the inevitable process 
of nature herself, and thus the supply will be en:!!

Richard Savage was famous because Dr. Johnson 
wrote his biography. Boswell was famous because he 
wrote Dr. Johnson’s biography. Vicarious fame, 
however, is not very deep-rooted, Savage is forgot- 
ten. Boswell is but little read. But Dr, Johnson, 
like Webster, “still lives.” That “most beautiful of all 
songs,” “Drink to me only with thine eyes,” is still a 
popular favorite, but its author is: unknown. How 
many know that Bishop composed that heart-searching 
melody of “Home, Sweet Home”? Coleridge is 
authority for the claim that Tennyson’s brother wrote 
better poetry than Alfred, the poet. Charles, never- 
theless, sleeps in a forgotten grave, while the ashes of 
his poet-laureate brother repose among the great— 
and littlk—in Westminster. Few are they to whom 
Crowley’s line, “His time forever, everywhere his 
place” applies. Caligula was famous. He did not 
live to reach his thirtieth year, but his infamies live to 
blacken history. Bacon was famous, but his life was 
infamous, Napoleon’s name rests as securely upon the 
scroll of fame as that of any name in the history of 
nations. Yet Ingersoll says: “I would rather have 
been a French peasant and worn wooden shoes than 
to have been that imperial impersonation of force and 
murder known as ‘Napoleon the Great.’” A fleeting 
glimpse of notoriety is often mistaken for fame. The 
actor is never famous. He may be temporarily popu- 
lar; noted in his day, but his day is brief. Even the 
noted actors of the last generation are all but forgot- 
ten. Review the names—Edwin Forest, Edwin 
\dams, John McCullough, Charlotte Cushman, Edwin 
looth—what will the next generation know of these 
artists? In 1894 Fannie Janauschek was a reigning 
‘avorite, a wonderful tragedienne. Five years later 
she retired, Five years later still, she died. But few 
who had admired and applauded were there to pay the 
iribute of a tear. At her grave a fellow-actor said: 
‘lf another object lesson were needed to impress upon 
s the ephemeral quality of that substanceless some- 
‘hing which we call fame, here it lies. But yesterday 
word of Cxesar might have stood against the 
tld; now lies he there and none so poor to do him 
verence.” The scroll of fame is not crowded. The 

mortals are few. 


* * x 
\ few years ago, when a man named Horace Fletcher 
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said he had discovered that the easiest, cheapest and 
surest way to gain and keep health was to chew all 
food thoroughly before swallowing it, folks generally 
laughed at him as a fanatic. Some even called him a 
fool. Fletcher kept chewing! Today he’s regarded as 
a very wise man, a benefactor—and all because of this 
same doctrine of mastication. Many persons who 
have followed his advice have been able to cut loose 
from doctors, and besides saving time and money, 
they have eliminated pains, sighs and sleepless nights. 
Eminent scientists, who are extra careful what they 
say, publicly indorse Fletcherism, and if it were not 
so simple a plan and so easily within reach of every 
human being, it would probably be hailed as a uni- 
versal cure for disease and distemper. At any rate, it 
is spreading. 
* * * 

In addition to thorough chewing, Mr. Fletcher ad- 

vocates another panacea for human ills. He knows 


‘ well enough that mastication has to do with the phy- 


sical, and that health is not wholly a matter of phy- 
sical being. You know this, too, if you-have ever 
given the subject any thought. He knows that the 
mind is a very influential factor in matters of health 
and disease. He also knows that worry is the worst 
of mental poisons. But some kinds of worry may be 
more deadly than other kinds. So in warning the 
world against worry, Horace Fletcher says: “There 
are two things you should not worry about.” When 
he has said this he stops to take breath, and his hearers 
wonder what these two things are. Presently they 
are enlightened. “There are two things you should 
not worry about,” he repeats; “things you can help 
and things you cannot help.” After that he smiles and 
assures his audience that when you have stopped 
worrying about these two things you shall have filed 
off the heavy chains of the worst slave-driver in crea- 
tion. 
* * ~ 

Of course, the way to stop worrying about things 
you can help is to help them! That’s simple enough. 
No, it’s too simple. For when a proposition is re- 
duced to such a state of simplicity it is suspected by 
the mass just as the mass would suspect a fellow who 
offered real gold dollars for 50 cents. But most any 
one will agree that if you can help a thing, it’s poor 
business to do anything but help it. Very well. Now 
for thing No. 2—the thing you cannot help. If you 
cannot help it, that’s the end of it, unless you know 
of some one who can help it. .In which case there's 
only one course to pursue, and that to get the one who 
can do this. That ought to settle No. 2. Now, when 
we have eliminated worrying over the things we can 
help and the things we cannot help, what else is left 
for our consideration? Obviously, nothing.

Hardware Window Display Competition spoke very 
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NEW MACHINE SHOP OF HENRY DISSTON 
& SONS. 


Henry Disston & Sons have just added to their 
huge plant at Tacony, near Philadelphia, Pa., a mod- 
ern up-to-date machine shop. It is complete in every 
detail, The building is a two-story structure, 180 feet 
long by 80 feet wide. Comparatively little brick has 
been used in its construction, the walls for the most 
part being of glass framing which permits light to 
find its way into every corner of the building. Nar- 
row gauge railway tracks on the first floor connect 
at the main entrance of the building with a 40-foot 
railroad spur which runs lengthwise of the building. 
A 10-ton electric crane has been installed for lifting 
purposes, which will serve any machine on the first 
floor as well as the landing platforms of the galleries 
on the second floor. Planers, grinding machines, 
lathes, shapers, milling machines, drill presses, boring 
mills, etc., of the latest and must improved types, have 
been installed, the heavier machines being placed on

highly of the exhibit entered by J. H. Asselin with 
Hotchkiss & Templeton, Waterbury, Conn., and 
which is reproduced herewith.

solid foundations and the lighter ones bolted to the 
concrete floor. The lighter tools used in the shop are 
placed in the galleries. The entire plant is operated 
by electricity. from a central station, and many of 
the machines are run in groups for purposes of 
economy. 

In the construction of this new machine shop Henry 
Disston & Sons have made due provision for the com- 
fort of the employes. The air within is kept pure by an 
up-to-date heating and ventilating plant, the tempera- 
ture not being permitted to fall below 70 degrees even 
in the coldest weather. In the basement a men’s room 
is completely equipped with individual metal lockers, 
modern toilet arrangements and wash stands. Situ- 
ated over the office on the first floor will be a reading 
room where the standard mechanical journals and 
trade papers are provided for the employes’ use. Cap- 
ping the roof of the building and running its entire 
length is a huge electric sign, “Disston Saws,” the 
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letters measuring 6 feet. This sign is clearly visible 

at night for miles up and down the Delaware, New 

Jersey and all around Tacony. The new machifie

the competition by abuse or by boycott. You have got to take 
the “bull by the horns,” and make your customers believe that 
it is to their interest to do business at home. We are doing 
it in Lansing, and it can be done elsewhere and without cut- 
ting prices either, as gross profits will average better here 
today than they have in years. The average consumer is will- 
ing to pay for good assortments, intelligent service and a 
square deal, and if he doesn’t get it at home he will resort to 
Mail-Order Houses.

TRADE OPINIONS ON “FAIRPLAY’S” 
GRIEVANCE. 





THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of September 25 ap- 
‘cd @ communication under the nom de plume, 
'rplay,” in which the writer criticised the Builders’ 
H ‘'ware Manufacturers for failing to preserve the 
ldevtity of high-grade designs in bronze, brass or cop- 
pe’ hardware trimmings for high-class residences, 
xing these same designs in stamped steel where- 
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by it was possible for cheap tenement houses to be 
decorated with the same style of trimmings that 
adorned the better class of residences. “Fairplay,” in 
characterizing this as “one of the evils of the Builders’ 
Hardware business,”’ said : 


“T furnish the hardware trimmings for a residence 
and with the architect’s assistance a design is selected 
for which I get $18 for the front door trim, $15 for 
the vestibules and from $4.50 to $6 each for inside 
locks. When I furnish these trims in bronze, brass 
or copper to my customer | formerly guaranteed them 
as special designs and made only in the higher grade, 
but now I find that the manufacturers, after furnish- 
ing these expensive trimmings with all the profit the 
trade will bear, in a year or two will make these same 
designs in stamped steel and some cheap tenement will 
be decorated with the same style of trimmings for 
which the owner pays $2.50 for the same:sets that | 
charged $15 and.$18 for in bronze or brass, while the 
inside locks sell from 75 to go cents, the same appear- 
ance, same design, same lock, which I charged from 
$4.50 to $6 to my previous customers. 

“Why are the Builders’ Hardware Manufacturers so 
shortsighted as to kill the goose that laid the golden 
egg? If they wish to make cheaper hardware with 
cheaper trimmings of steel why don’t they get up 
a cheaper design and preserve these expensive designs 
for those willing to pay the price for bronze trim- 
mings ?” 

THE AMERICAN ARTISAN is in receipt of numerous 
communications on the subject referred to from hard- 
ware jobbers and retailers in all sections of the coun- 
try, some of which appear herewith: 





From an Illinois Jobber. 

“The difficulty with this design business, as we have 
seen it, appears to arise from the fact that if one manu- 
facturer gets out a design in real bronze or brass, which 
becomes popular, some one of the other manufacturers will 
get out something very near to it in steel, and in a short 
time he forces the other manufacturer, who originated the 
pattern or design, to meet his price by making the design in 
steel. 

“We find frequently that if we put in stock a new de- 
sign and get it to selling tolerably well, it is only a short 
time until we are competing with some other make of goods 
in the cheaper material and our goods stay on the shelf be- 
cause we cannot make the price. It would look as though we 
needed some kind of pure food law to protect some of these 
designs from competing manufacturers.” 





From a Wholesale Vealer in lowa. 

“We are heartily in accord with the protest made by 
hardware dealers against the practice of Manufacturers of 
Builders’ Hardware duplicating handsome, expensive de- 
signs in solid bronze and brass in cheap goods of stamped 
steel. 

“We think it would be much more satisfactory if the 
bronze designs were made only in high-priced goods, and we 
do not believe that it would injure the sale of the cheap 
goods to have different designs and dies for them. 

“This would certainly save both the dealer and builder 
the mortification of seeing the hardware on some handsome 
building duplicated in 50-cent goods on the tenement house in 
the next block.” 





From H. E. Johnson, Redfield, S. D., Secretary South 
Dakota Retail Hardware Association. 

“This is only one of the many things that make the 
Builders’ Hardware part of the hardware business unpleas- 
ant, and from my own personal experience I see little hope 
of making any change in this unfortunate condition. 

“Certainly the Hardware Manufacturers ought to be 
alive enough to their own interest to foresee what they are 
running into, and if possible try to avoid just such compli- 
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cation, but in the place of so doing they deliberately bring 
about the condition mentioned. 

“There are many conditions now existing in the Builders’ 
Hardware trade that ought to be remedied for the good of 
manufacturer, jobber, and retailer, and only. by a coming to- 
gether of all parties interested can a satisfactory agreement 
ever be reached.” 


From Chas. L. Underhill, Winter Hill Station, Boston, 
Secretary New England Hardware Dea'ers’ 
Association. 

“I do not handle to any extent Builders’ Hardware. In 
fact, I have practically given up that line of the business, 
but I think the letter by “Fair Play” is mighty good in a busi- 
ness sense, and I agree with him that it is a mistake to dupli- 
cate designs for bronze trimmings in the cheaper metal.” 


From H. L McNamara, Janesville, Wis., First Vice-Presi- 
dent National Retail Hardware Association. 

“T never question the right of a ninety-pound bull-dog to 
lie on his own doorstep. Considering the immense business 
built up by five or six large manufacturers of Builders’ Hard- 
ware and the length of time they have been at it, it seems to 
me that their: methods have been along correct lines. I do 
not know of any one of them who will sell a special trim for 
an ordinary house and authorize the dealer to guarantee it 
made in cast bronze only. The man who buys the cast bronze 
has the satisfaction that a man has who gets an eighteen-carat 
gold watch, knowing it is genuine, and he is satisfied with 
that. Now the man who buys a stamped pattern of the same 
design knows that he is buying an imitation of the genuine 
and he may be just as well pleased as his neighbor is who has 
the cast bronze. 

“T do not feel that the manufacturers are doing anything 
wrong when they get up a design and put it out in bronze or 
brass and sell it for what it is, and then get out a stamped 
pattern of the same design and sell that for what it is. T 
can see no wrong in doing that and no wrong in the dealer 
handling the same, and as evidence that this policy has been 
successful, I will simply point to four leading manufacturers 
and think “Fairplay” will agree with me that they have made 
a success of running their business.” 

From The Hutsinpillar-Sheridan Company, Wholesale 
- Dealers, Ironton, Ohio. 

“We once heard a lady remark that she did not care to 
buy a certain dress pattern of a local mefchant lest a lot of 
others had the same; and we believe they will apply the same 
line of reasoning to the fittings for their houses. Therefore, 
we believe that the manufacturers should have an entirely 
different design for their stamped steel trithmings, something 
radically different from the bronze goods that cost from $19 
to $100 for a front door. We see no reason why they cannot 
do this without additional expense.”

MORE NUTS FOR THAT FURNACE 
COMMITTEE TO CRACK. 








In its issue of September 25 THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN submitted incontrovertible evidence that the 
correspondence published therein of the Committee on 
Warm Air Furnaces of the National Association of 
Master Sheet Metal Workers, in which this com- 
mittee sought to absolve President Seabrook from 
the charge made by this paper in its issue of August 
21, that President Seabrook had striven in every pos- 
sible way to prevent Charles S. Prizer, President of 
the Federal Furnace League, from replying to the 
strictures contained in the committee’s report pre- 
sented at the recent convention at Louisville, Ky., was 
a tissue of lies from start to finish, clearly demon- 
strating that the members of this committee had been 
used by President Seabrook as puppets to bolster up 
a.defense of the latter’s hitherto dog-in-the-manger 
tactics toward the co-operative policy of the Federal 
Furnace League. The Jetters received by THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN from Messrs. Biersach and Pru- 
den and published in last week’s issue, proved con- 
clusively that the Committee on Warm Air Furnaces, 
and not THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, had “grossly mis- 
stated and misrepresented the facts” of the case. 

In connection with the letters of Messrs. Biersach 
and Pruden there was also published in last week’s 
issue, a letter that had been written by this paper to 
President Prizer asking his recollection of the diffi- 
culty that he had experienced in obtaining recognition 
from the chair to reply to the committee’s report. 
President Prizer’s reply was not received until too late 
to publish it in the September 25 issue. We, accord-

A VAPOR BURNER OF THE LATEST DESIGN.

HARDWARE. 


There is a fairly good business doing in the hard- 
ware trade and the general tone of the market is firm. 
Current sales represent a broader demand, but they 
are somewhat moderate and scattered, coming from 
numerous sources. Prices are firmer, and are higher 
on certain lines. The increased price of raw materials 
is given as the reason for the advance. The continued 
expansion in the iron and steel trades and the more ex- 
tensive buying of equipment by the railroads has stim- 
ulated the hardware market more than anything else. 
Aside from the buying thus originated, the market 
does not reflect any marked improvement. The busi- 
ness doing in wire nails is fair and shows signs of 
improving. Prices are maintained. The demand for 
cut nails is quiet and little change is indicated in the 
market; prices are unchanged. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for full 
carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads at 
the mill. — 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire hails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
riet. 

‘Quotations on all bright wire goods have been with- 
drawn, and an advance is expected. Iron and steel 
carpenters’ squares have been advanced about 10 per 
cent., both list prices and discounts being changed. 


TIN PLATE, 


On September 28 the American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co. advanced prices of tin plate 10 cents a base box, 
or $2 a ton. So far prices on tin plate for delivery 
next year have not been established, though it is ex- 
pected that some action in this direction will be taken 
very soon. It is understood that the American Sheet 
& Tin Plate Co. as well as the Independents are about 
sold up for 1909, and a large number of inquiries are 
being made for delivery next year. The canning sea- 
son is about ended and few inquiries are coming from 
this quarter. For 1oo-lb. I. C. coke plates, 14x20, the 
price is $3.50 to $3.65, Pittsburgh, subject to a rebate 
of 5 cents per box on large orders.

The domestic market 
is a little firmer, owing to the withdrawal of some of 
the outside lots of Lake and electrolytic, which have 
been offered lately at below producers’ prices.

Electrolytic 
seems to be pretty firmly established on the basis of 
13¢c New York for spot and September and 13.05@ 
13.15c for October and November. Sellers are de- 
clining to quote beyond November, except in excep- 
tional cases.

PIG IRON. 


There has recently been a great increase of business 
in the pig iron market, with more iron selling than 
for many months. The steel-making irons still lead, 
but there is also an extremely active demand for foun- 
dry iron, with prices very strong and tending upward. 
Bessemer pig has sold at $18 ton, valley, during the 
past week, the highest point of the year. 

The advances recently made have brought the mar- 
ket for foundry iron very nearly to the importing 
point, as Middlesboro iron can be laid down in New 
York for. about $18 f. 0. b., which means about $19 
to the consumer. It is probable that any material 
increase in the demand from this side would put prices 
up abroad, so that the probability of early imports 
seems somewhat remote. There has been a good deal 
of talk lately aboutimportation, but thus far the move- 
ment has been confined to inquiries as to what can 
be done. ; 

Domestic iron of all kinds has been sold very freely, 
and spot iron has been advanced to about the basis of 
the quotations for delivery next year. Alabama iron is 
quoted at $15 ton f. o. b. Birmingham for delivery in 
the first half of 1910, but it might still be possible 
to do a little better for small spot lots. The market 
appears to be squarely on the $15 basis for any con- 
siderable tonnage. 

The Virginia iron market appears to have been 
placed pretty firmly on the basis of $16 ton, Roanoke, 
for all grades of iron. As sales of low grades have 
been made recently at that figure, it is expected that 
the better grades will be advanced still further. Al- 
ready $16.50 ton is being asked for iron with a high 
percentage of silicon, and some lots have been sold at 
$16.25 ton, Roanoke. For northern iron, $20 seems 
to be about the new basis, and it is no longer possible 
‘o secure any iron for delivery this year at any less 
price than is being asked for 1910 delivery. For all 
deliveries the current quotation for northern iron for 
New England delivery is $19.50 to $20 ton.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“In both east and. south, as well as this territory, prices 
have advanced during the week. Some of the furnaces which 
have been out of the market for the first half. of the year are 
taking on a little business, but there are others still refusing 
to quote and there is absolutely nothing doing for period be- 
yond July Ist rext. Current orders for spot shipment con- 
tinue in good volume and the business for 1910 keeps up with 
untailing buoyancy. 

“It is assured that September will show one of the high- 
est marks for monthly production that we have seen in a 
long time and it is well to note that this increased production, 
large as it has been, has been but the means to an end for 
furnishing consumers who, in little more than two months, 
have seen their business improve from practically nothing to 
full output. * 

“The increase in consumption during the last two years 
has more than kept up with the producing activity, many 
foundrymen and others taking the time of low prices for 
labor and material to inaugurate changes, increase plants and 
productive capacity which they would not have attempted 
under other conditions. The result is there is now facing us 
an amount of melting capacity to be filled which has never 
before been equaled. 

“Coke is still on the move, and after being dormant for 
so long, even after the start of the iron trade, it is now mak- 
ing up for lost time. Prices are advanced over a week ago 
and sales of large tonnage during the week are reported. 
Some plants are operating with an inadequate labor supply, 
thus not getting full output, and this shortage is hurting pro- 
duction everywhere. There has been a slight increase in pro- 
duction over our previous report, but not as much as is de- 
manded.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 


report: 

“It certainly looks as if pig iron were about to again 
assume the title of prince and forget all about the pauper 
days of the panic. Today there is nothing to indicaté that 
there are any bounds or limits to the trade either in extent 
of demand or price. 

“This week has seen numerous furnaces withdraw en- 
tirely from the market. Business has been coming with 
such a rush and in such volume that the furnaces in many 
instances were nearly sold up before they were aware how 
their tonnage under contract had been growing. So to gain 
time to breathe and to see exactly where they stood they 
closed their order books and resolved to do nothing more 
for a season. Thus it has been much more difficult to ob- 
tain quotations than was recently the case, as the number of 
free sellers has been lessened. 

“Since the first of the month the whole iron situation has 
changed wonderfully. Order books have been filled, so that 
in most cases not only the current make for months ahead 
has been sold, but the stocks on the yards have been dis- 
posed of as well. Of course these stocks have not in every 
instance been cleared up by any means, but in a reasonably 
short time they will be shipped out 

“Demand for steel making irons exceeds the supply. 
Prices of Bessemer and basic are high. But in every di- 
rection prices are advancing. This week has seen the first 
advance for a long time in the celebrated Jackson county 
silvery irons. There has been quite an accumulation of 
these in furnace yards, but this stock has been sharply re- 
duced and the makers have added 50 cents per ton to their 
prices, This is a small advance as compared to the dollars 
that other irons have increased. 

“Coke is phenomenally active and its prices are on the 
jump.” e
